Blaine. 
The men who followed Gresh- 
am never Uked Blaine, and recently a 
well developed group of Harrison men 
has come to the front, who object pri- 
marily to the uncrowned king's effort to 
make himself the chief figure in the 
canvass and who distrust the Plumed 
Knight's motives. 


They look with suspicion on the man 
from Maine, especially since he took 
occasion to antagonize both Harrison 
and the * Chicago platform on the sub- 
ject of trusts. 
They are by no means 
convinced that the wily knight would 
not prefer to see the republican ticket 
beaten this fall, and thus leave him 
master of the situation in 1892. 


On the other hand, Mr. Blaine has 
many warm friends hero, who would re- 
sent any slight put upon him as the half- 
breeds did under Blaine's leadership in 
the celebrated Folger campaign. 


The republican national committee as- 
signed Blaine to make five speeches 
here. 
The Hairison men who control 
the stale committee heard this with fear 
and trembling.

HOW HARRISON'S FRIENDS FEEL. 
As showing the feeling here over Mr. 
Blaine's visit, the appended article from 
a Harrison paper puV>lished in this city 
is significant. 


IVIr. John H. Holliday, editor and pro- 
prietor of the Neirti, is a staunch friend of 
General Harrison. 
Though for years a 
consistent tariff reformer he supports 
the republican candidate on personal 
gi-ounds, while bitterly opposing tlie re- 
publican platform adopted at Chicago. 
Mr. Holliday is a deacon in General 
Hamson's church, and in business and 
social relations, as well as tliose of tlie 
church, is the candidate's 
intimate 
friend. 


This paper (ioutained the following, 
which is regiirded as deeply signifi- 
cant:— 


The announcement that all of Mr. 
Blaine's appointments in Indiana, ex- 
cept two, have been cancelled will be 
more surprising than disappointing to 
many Indiana republicans. The change 
in the definitely agreed uptm aiTange- 
ments has been the subject of telegi-ahic 
con-espondence between the national 
republican committee, representing Mr. 
Blaine, and Attorney General Michener, 
who has charge of all Indiana appoint- 
ments for speakers, since last Saturday. 
To a few who are in the inner circle the 
nature of the coiTesjiondeiKre has l)een 
known, and it is no violation of the con- 
fidence of anybody in particular to say 
that the prospect (if a shortening of Mr. 
Blaine's Indiana trip has caused no re- 
gret nor has it given rise to any grave 
apprehension that by the cancellation of 
any of his appointments there is less 
prolmbility of a republican victory in the 
statti. 


It is well known to those atHiuainted 
with the prevailing 
feeling that Mr. 
Blaine's presence in Indiana has at no 
time been eagerly desired, but the plain 
trath is, it has really l>een feared by the 
party 
managers, 
whi> havt; various 
reasons for being ai)prehensive of the 
political effect of his visit. 
When Mr. 
Blaine telegi-aj^hed a few days ago that 
if it was true that he would be «ixpected 
to speak at railway stations between his 
appointments, his speaking in Indiana 
would last just one day, bt^cause his 
throat would not stand it, the sugges- 
tion was promptly made l)y a repul)li<!an 
at headquarters "For heaven's sake have 
crowds at all the railway stations." 
However, 
Chairman Huston rejjUiid 
that the report was a mistakti, and that 
he would be expected to speak only 
where apijointments had been made— 
Goshen, 
Indianapolis, New Albany, 
Evansville and tlie Tippecanoe battle 
ground.

farmers and more votes will be gained 
there on the tariff issue than will be lost 
on the high license question, while in 
the towns the high license issue will help 
the democrats, the country hotel keep- 
ers fearing that high license would tax 
them out of existence. 


Governor Hill did not express an 
oijinion on the local campaign, except to 
say that like the president, he would not 
interfere in jiolitics. 
He thinks the 
democrats of New York are capable of 
looking after their o^vn interests, and 
that they will do what is best for them- 
selves and the state and national ticket. 


TWO LOCAL TICKETS IN NEW YORK. 


It is pretty well settled that there will 
be two democratic local tickets. 
A call 
has been issued for a citizens' meeting 
in Cooper Union on to-day night to 
renominate Mayor Hewitt. 
The plan is

Under no circumstances 
now visible will Tammany hall indorse 
Hewitt. 
They will nominate a man of 
their own, and it will be a square fight 
between the two factions. 
If the repub- 
licans nominate a respectable man who 
will jjoll their party vote Tammany will 
win. If the republicans nominate a 
weak man, for whom the respecta. 
bl(i 
republicans 
-will 
not vote, 
Hewitt 
will be the most 
likely 
winner, as republicans would rather vote 
for a county democrat than a Tammany 
man. 
Harrison ought to poll at least 
90,000 votes in New York city, and if the 
republican candidate for mayor polls 
anything near that number Tammany 
will poll more than half the remainder. 


The republican managers are indig- 
nant that the managers of the Polo 
gi-ounds hired scab carpenters to put up 
the stand from which Blaine spoke. 
They fear it will incite the Carpenters' 
Union in the same way that the "rat 
printers in the Tribune incited the Typo- 
grajjhical Union against Blaine in 1884.
